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A term that is held at any time other than that fixed by law is illegal, and the proceedings 
conducted are void. 


A term must be held only at the time fixed by law;! otherwise, the proceedings conducted on it are 
void.” However, if the issue is deemed one of fundamental error, the writ of habeas can be used to 


provide relief after the expiration of term of court in limited circumstances.” 


If day fixed is holiday. 


If the day fixed for opening the term is a legal holiday, the court may be opened on the succeeding 


day.“
